Dear Mr. Hlollomon: 

I have just read a report of the 
meeting of the Georgia Manufac- 
turers’ association of yesterday. 
The paper states with reference 
to the tax system that the asso- 
ciation believed that the present 
taxation system of Georgia is 
antiquidated and unsatisfactory, 
and quoted you as saying that the 
tax burdens in Georgia should be 
reduced, and inequalities by which 
some are exempt from taxation 
should be eliminated, and that 
this could be done by a moderate 
income tax grauafed in rates, 
with the provision that’ there 
should be no double taxation. 

This would, I think, rather cre- 
ate the impression that the asso- 
ciation as a whole believed the 
present ad valorem system should 
be abolished, and that you believ- 
ed that instead of the present 
system, a graduated income tax 
system should be substituted 
therefor. I did not so under- 
stand you. My impression of 
‘your position is that the income 
tax should only apply to people 
who have no property and yet 
have an income from a salary or 
otherwise.
